Washington, April 17.—Two meas- 


ures directed against trusts were de- 
termined upon by the 
special 
sub- 


committee on trusts of the house judi- 
ciary committee. 
The 
special sub- 


committee has spent many days exam- 
ining the various remedies proposed. 
As agreed upon the remedy is twofold, 
namely, a constitutional amendment 
giving- congress full power to deal with 
trusts and a new anti-trust law mak- 
ing the following extensions 
to 
the 


Sherman act: 


"1. Requiring the branding or mark- 


Ing of trust-made goods shipped out of 
a state, so as to be easily identified as 
the product of a trust. 2. Prohibiting 
the interstate traffic 
of 
trust-made 


goods not so branded, and 
making 


them subject to seizure and condemna- 
tion. 2. Requiring corporations hav- 
ing a capital of over $1,000,000, or do- 
ing an annual business o£ $1,000,000, 
to file a report of their affairs with the 
secretary of state. 
4. Provid-ug the 


process o£ injunction against combina- 
tions sending trust-mad* goods from 
state to state or to foreign countries. 
5. 
Prohibiting the use of t'ae mails 


to concerns and their officials proved to 
be trusts." 


Judge Ray of New York, chairman of 


the judicial committee and 
of 
the 


special sub-committee on trusts, sum- 
marized these extensions, and 
said: 


"Another measure amends the act of 


July 1, 1S99, being an act to protect 
trade and commerce against unlawful 
restraints and monopoly, and known 
as the Sherman act. The proposed bill 
increases the penalties fixed by that 
act, and adds thereto five new sec- 
tions."

The tribes in the Al- 
gerian hinterland are ablaze with fa- 
naticism, and are proclaiming a holy 
war." 
The oases of Figuing lie be- 


tween Morocco and Algeria, and form 
a part of the Algerian, hinterland. The 
fighting there has no connection with 
the French operations in the northern 
Sahara region. The Arabs are brave 
fighters, and when battling for what 
they consider their religious 
rights 


will not stop short of a complete finish 
fight. 


That the British government is seri- 


ous in its intention o£ strengthening 
the home defenses is proved by the 
'act that the war office has just pur- 
chased from the marquis of borne for 
£30,000 forty-eight acres of land at 
Kilcreggan, on which a fort is to be 
erected. 
The fort will be mounted 


with heavy guns, which will command 
the Clyde from Cowal Shores to Dum- 
barton. 


Mohammed Khan, for years the ad- 


viser of the Ameer of Afghanistan, 
who is visiting W. G. Jones, a young 
American sculptor, in London, says: 
"Russia Is bent upon extending its 
territory to the south, and England 
does not want to go farther north. If 
we were Russia's ally we must let her 
pass her armies through our land, and 
when she goes to attack India we must 
surrender our passes to allow the rear 
guards to maintain lines, of communi- 
cation. A chance attack on some of 
these guards by some of the hillmen 
would at once give Russia an excuse 
for attacking us. 
When our strong- 


holds are in her hands we would \>e at 
Russia's mercy, so it is to England's 
own Interest to keep us a free people. 
We often hear talk as though it would 
be an easy task for Russia to overcome 
Herat, but in reality it would be the 
most difficult task Russia ever under- 
took. It would require an army of half 
a million men, as Herat stands .today 
with 30,000 splendidly armed men ready 
to defend, and 50,000 more within easy 
call.

kiss and other great makers. It is out 
of the question-to try to capture Af- 
ghanistan by surprise, as the ameer 
has organized a great intelligence de- 
partment with agents everywhere."

Even riv- 
er tugs are being fitted out for the long 
ocean voyage. 
Sailing ships by tho 


score are loading freight and booking 
passengers. 


By t!;e middle of April the rush will 


be at its height. The lirst of tho fleet 
to get. under way was the little brig 
Pitcairn, which recently sailed from 
Seattle with 10 passengers and a hold 
full of general merchandise. 
Captain 


Nesbitt. the hardy and adventurous 
skipper of the brig, knows that Bering 
sea is still full of ice and that he must 
wait for it to break, but he intends to 
take the chances. Ho means to bo the 
first to land his passengers and goods 
on the shore at. Nome. Captain Nesbitt 
is a mine owner himself and carries up 
provisions for the men who are work- 
ing his claims. 


Tho Pitcairn. will lead a big fleet in- 


to the north waters. Fifty steamships 
liavo already been organized into "liti- 
crs" for Alaska, while every available 
"tramp" ship will be pressed into serv- 
ice.

States to Cape Nome. From this port 
the route is only 2,800 miles, almost the 
same distance as from New York to 
Southampton. But while this distance 
is covered iu six to tight days by the 
fast Atlantic liners it will take the 
slower, heavily loaded ships of the Pa- 
cilic from 12 to 14 days to make the 
.trip to Nome City. 


.The racing back and forth of steam- 


ers and sailing craft over this north- 
ern highway will present a strangely 
iliftererU scene from the lonely seas of 
a few yuars ago, plowed only by seal- 
ers and wlialers. The steamships that 
will engage in this trufBc are mostly 
vessels of 2,000 to 3,000 tons, as con- 
trasted with the 10,000 to 15,000 ton 
liners on the Atlantic. 


The steamers charge from $75 to 


S?100 for a tirst class passage from 
Seattle to Cape Nome. Passage can be 
secured 0:1 sailing ships as low as $50. 


It is probable that Cape Nome City 


•will be oue of the greatest mining 
.camps that ever existed. 
Not ouly 


sire thousands of new argonauts going 
in. but the floating population of Daw- 
son, Uampart City and other Alaska 
mining camps has already made its 
way to Nome. 
All winter long the 


population of the city on the beach has 
been growing. 


Wonderful stories are told of the 


camp where fortune smiles lavishly on 
all. 
Here are some samples, minus 


affidavits: Oue man 
while 
walking 


along the frozen beach kicked up with 
his rubber boots nuggets worth hun- 
dreds of dollars. . After every heavy 
rainstorm last summer the water rush- 
ing down from the hillsides over the 
lieacli would wash away the sand and 
soil, revealing glistening nuggets of 
jgold. 


Cape Nome is about 100 miles north- 


west from St. Michael's and ou the 
southern coast of Cape Prince of Wales 
peninsula. Along the entire coast line 
of Norton sound anil P.eriug sea as far 
north as Cape York and Cape Prince 
of Wales gold has been discovered and 
in many places in fabulous iiuantities. 
It Is not coniined to the creeks. 
It is 


distributed everywhere—In the sands 
of the beach by the tide, iu the s:uuls 
above tlood tide, in the tundra find in 
the creeks and gulches of the foothills. 
The more sanguine say that the locali- 
ty is one vast placer diggings, 12.000 
square miles in extent. 1.10 miles along 
the coast and 40 miles inland—or su 
far as it has been prospected. 


CAMPAIGNING IN NATAL. 


HOIT the Boer* Hvc, Fifcht uiid Pmy 


ou tlie rjiittleuelil. 


A scene incidental to tho perpetual 


skirmishing about the Tugela and La- 
dysmith illustrates the seeming hap- 
hazard fighting methods of the Boers, 
says the New York Herald's special 
correspondent writing from the Boer 
head laager, near Moddorspruit, under 
date of Feb. 4. As dawn was breaking 
one morning a patrol of about 200 
British cavalry crossed Klein Tugela 
near the Pont drift and rode rapidly 
toward where a small herd of cattle 
which had strayed from tho Boer lines 
during the night was grazing. 
The 


British had advanced some distance 
before they were observed by a Boer 
picket stationed ou an isolated vooi- 
kopje. 


Four burghers composed the picket. 


They mounted instantly and rode to 
intercept tho British, flrst firing sev- 
eral shots to give the alarm. It was a 
sight to stir the blood to see those 
Boers dashing at a swinging gallop 
over the rocks and gullies which rough- 
ened the plain. The pale blue mist ris- 
ing from tlie river and veiling the hills 
beyond made a pretty background to 
the spirited fight which followed. Tho 
four Boers reached a rooikopje in tlie 
path of the British, sprang from their 
horses, sought cover and began pepper- 
ing away. By this time a dozen other 
burghers, 
drawn 
from 
neighboring 


pickets by the flrst shots tired, were 
galloping across the flats 10 aid the 
original four, making a total force 
of 1C. 


Then ensued a pretty skirmish. The 


British dismounted and pushed ahead 
to dislodge the Boers and secure the 
cattle. For half an hour there was a 
splatter of rifle firing; then the British 
concluded the game was not worth the 
caudle and retired. They left ICi dead 
on the ground and carried away a 
number of wounded. Tlie Boers did not 
have a man scratched. By the time the 
fight was over fully 200 Boers were 
hurrying to get into it. No orders had 
been given to a single man. The stand- 
ing order for the Boers is to hasteu to 
where there is lighting. It is Moltke's 
principle, "March to the sound of the 
firing," on a reduced scale. 


The Boer generals determinedly ad- 


here, wherever possible, to their defen- 
sive tactics. This policy accounts for 
their small losses, which have not yet 
reached a total disability of 800 for the 
entire war. They have no reserves. 
The army consists of the male popula- 
tion of tho two republics between the 
ages of 12 and SO. Every man or boy- 
put out of action is permanently lost. 


Men are precious, particularly the 


burghers, for even If the 
Transvaal 


had Europe for a recruiting ground 
such men, once lost, could not be re- 
placed. A Boer rifleman is equal to 
half a dozen ordinary soldiers. Then 
the Boer government regards the lives 
of its citizens,' as too precious to be 
thrown away. It is not lack of courage 
that induces a Boer to seek cover. Let 
no erroneous impression get abroad 
about this. 


At night tlie scenes about tlie laagers 


are intensely picturesque. .The .burgh- 
ers sit about smoking and chatting 
jovially, generally about matters of the 
home and farm. Nine o'clock is the 
hour for retiring. There is no bugle to 
sound "taps," but here and there a cow 
horn is blown as a signal of the hour. 
The chatter ceases, and within five 
minutes the moon (if it is shining) will 
reveal scattered groups of burghers on 
their knees, ottering up the evening 
prayer.

"It was ut Wogdraa'i drift, five miles 


from Jaeobsda!, that Lord Roberts, re- 
ceived the telegram from Lord Kitch- 
ener stating that General French had 
entered Kimberley and dined at the 
club. 
When the 
field 
telegraphist 


handed it to Lord Roberts, lie read it 
aloud and remarked, 'Well, that's good 
news.' During the day we sent a bri- 
gade into Jacobsdal and established 
communication there. 
We had one 


man wounded and a mule shot, belong- 
ing to the telegraph party. Lord Rob- 
erts expressed himself as well pleased 
with the telegraph work that clay, as 
we had kept iu touch with all the col- 
umns, and he was thus able to direct 
operations so well. There was fighting 
all round us during the clay. 
Lord 


Roberts was often waiting near the 
tent for news. One of the telegraph 
staff mentioned that the couvoy was in 
trouble, and he remarked, 'Oh, that 
docs not matter, my lad, so long as \vo 
got the men away,' meaning that tho 
object had been attained. 
General 


French had entered Kimberley. Jacobs- 
dal had been taken and supplies could 
also be got through from Mocldor river. 


"We have found General Roberts a 


thorough gentleman. He has a knack 
of putting any one at case when speak- 
ing with him. At Jacobsdal we seized 
the postoffiee, which is better than a 
tent for our work."

Ovurnees Her Cookiiic and Doe» 
Her Owu Marketing—JUotli Are Luv- 
IHU In Their CUnrity. 
Mrs. Martha Van der Valk, wife of 


the Rev. Dr. Marchonus II. A. Van 
der Valk, was recently a guest at 314 
Hudson street, 13obokcu, N. J., says 
the New York World. 
She received 


much social attention from prominent 
residents of that city. 
She had just 


returned from the Transvaal, where 
during four years she, her husband 
and two children had formed part of 
the household of President Kruger. 
She talked interestingly before she Itft 
for Muskegou regarding her experi- 
ences in 1'residimt Kru.wr's liuine. 


"One of ihc marled trp.it.s of the 


great Boer loader is his bos;>if:;lity," 
she said. "Hy husband, chialrea and 
myself have had great proof of ibis. 
We went from Delft, Holland, at the 
invitation of President Km gar early 
iu 189(1. He had been a personal friend 
of my husband's father, and he invited 
my husband to become tutor to his 
throe children to nni.-ih their education. 


"When we arrived at Durban, we 


were met by two officers of the presi- 
dent's army who had been delegated 
by him to escort us to his home. He 
and his wife were at (lie railroad sta- 
tion at Pretoria to meet us when the 
train arrived. 
He almost embraced 


my Imsband and gav-» me and my chil- 
dren a 
warm welcome. 
We were 


charmed by his clit>*ry, simple man- 
ner, absolutely free from all ostenta- 
tion. The carriage he led us to was an 
ordinary landau. There was only the 
driver on the box, and he wore a very 
simple livery. When \ve arrived at tho 
presidential mansion, we found a sub- 
stantial supper awaiting us. The home 
of the president is just as unpreten- 
tious as his own clothing and manner 
of life. 
It reminds one much (if the 


villas one sees at New Kochelle or 
along the New Jersey const. 


"We found that a. wing of this house 


had been reserved for our use, and we 
discovered in the rooms evidences that 
much thought and care had been be- 
stowed on our comfort. Our supposed 
tastes in literature, for instances, had 
evidently been closely considered, for 
we found books there that my husband 
knew were read often by his father. 


"My husband found the two sous and 


daughter of President Kruger very 
highly educated. Indeed, he discovered 
that his main duties were to instruct 
them iu Biblical lore, although they 
hnd received much religious instruction 
from their father. Never have I spent 
so pleasant a four years as wheu I was 
a member of President Kruger's house- 
hold. We found him always the same 
whole souled man, a real man among 
men. 


"Ho has no housekeeper except his 


wife. He could not have a better one, 
by the way. She is tho typical careful, 
thrifty, cleanly Dutch housewife. 
She 


oversees the kitchen and the market- 
ing and keeps few servants. Although 
the Krugers are wealthy, there is no 
waste anywhere about their 
house. 


They give lavishly to the poor. 
In- 


deed, I cannot say enough about their 
charity. 
The family is really fairly 


Idolized by their neighbors and by resi- 
dents of Pretoria. 
Rich and poor are 


proud of them. 


"President Kruger is extremely punc- 


tilious In regard to religious services. 
Before each meal there is a short cere- 
mony, and immediatelyf. after break- 
fast come family prayers and a short 
sermon by him'to his little household. 
Frequently neighbors come iu to par- 
ticipate in these family prayers. 


"The president aims to act absolute- 


ly according to the dictates of Ills con- 
science, as he believes God wants liiiu 
to act. My husband and I, knowing 
him as well as wa do, can see iu ev- 
ery move made by him during the 
present war evidences that he is di- 
recting its conduct from religious mo- 
tives. That is the chief reason why I 
do not believe the British will defeat 
the Boers, even though they have a 
hundred soldiers to the Boers' oue. 


"Paul Krugor, by the way, conducts 


his armies with the same absence of 
show and formality that he does his 
household. Ho is the most approach- 
able man Imaginable. 
He deprecates 


any bowing or scraping to him. 
He 


wants to be treated just as one gentle- 
man treats another. He despises any- 
one who cringes. 


"President Kruger, or Paul, as he 


prefers to bo called by his friends, has 
but one ambition in life. 
That is to 


lead his people into independence find 
freedom and enable them to live a life 
of simplicity iu the fear of God and 
doing reverence to him."

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MACABEBES IN BATTLE. 


Captain Eatson Says They Are 


First Class Fighters. 


OAH SWIM, BIDE AND SHOOT WELL.

Captain Matthew 'A. Batsou, the 


originator of the uow celebrated Bat- 
Bon's Macabebe scouts, who played 
mo Important a part iu the recent cam- 
paign In northern Luzon, is at home 
on sick leave, nursing a wounded foot. 
For tue last few years Uncle Sam has 
kept him busy on one mission or anoth- 
er, but when at home he is at 404 
Mount Prospect avenue, Newark, N. ,T., 
and there he chatted most iuturestl ug- 
ly the other day to a New York Sun 
reporter about his scouts and about 
the invasion into the northern fast- 
nesses of the Island. He believes that 
the insurrection Is practically 
over 


and that all the fighting in the future 
•will be with scattered bands, mostly 
Indroncs and tullsancs. 


Captain Uatson was wounded at 


Arlngay after a spirited 
encounter 


•with a force of about 400, led by Agul-

naldo, •who was then being driven hard 
by Lawton's column. A bullet struck 
tiie captain on the outside of the left 
foot, passed through the ball of the 
foot and pierced his horse. The bullet 
was fired at close range and had an 
explosive effect, crushing the small 
bou.es of the foot, 
lie was taken to 


the coast and put on the gunboat Sa- 
mar, which carried him to Vigan. 
While the gunboat lay off Vigan the 
place was captured by Lieutenant Colo- 
nel James Parker, with a part of the 
Forty-fifth infantry. The colonel saw 
to it that the captain was well taken 
care of, and when the battleship Ore- 
gon arrived oil the scene the wounded 
man was put aboard of her and short- 
ly afterward taken to Manila. There 
he received the best of surgical treat- 
ment For a time it was thought he 
.would lose his i'oot, but he fought hard 
to have It saved, and at last it was de- 
termined to take the risk. After a long 
period of most excruciating suffering 
Captain Batson began to improve and 
about six weeks ago was invalided 
home in a fair way to recover and to 
have the use of his foot in the future. 
He will no doubt always walk with a 
limp, but it is thought that it will not 
incapacitate him for active service. 
He Is to have two mouths at home, 
and the other day he left Newark to go 
to Washington to submit various re 
ports aud documents intrusted to his 
care. 


But the most important phase of his 


visit to Washington, 
from his own 


standpoint, is a proposition which he 
•will submit to the secretary of war, to 
the effect that a regiment of Macabebe 
cavalry be formed to fight the insur- 
gents and ladroues on their .own 
ground aud after their owu fashion. 
Captain Batson is most enthusiastic 
la his commendation of the Macabebes 
as soldiers, and he will urge the forma- 
tion of a cavalry regiment as a result 
of his six months' experience at the 
head of the first command of Filipino 
soldiers ever enrolled under the stars 
aud stripes. 


"The Macabebes are born swim- 


mers," he says. "Whenever we came 
to a river there was never any hesita- 
tion about crossing it 
The command 


would march up aud 
into it with 


scarcely so much as a preliminary halt, 
and I found, to my astonishment, that 
every man could swim and swim well. 
I rode a Filipino pony during the 
greater part of my service iu the field 
with my Macabebes, and I soon learn- 
ed that the ponies swam as well as 
the men or very nearly so. The idea 
soon occurred to me that a picked or- 
ganization of Macabebes on Filipino 
pouies would be a most powerful force 
In ending the lawlessness in the island 
of Luzon. 
I know no more about the 


other Philippine Islands than you do 
and not so much, I'm euro; but Luzon 


I do know pretty well, aud a regiment, 
such as I will urge, could follow the 
tnsurreetos aud ladroues wherever they 
might go and so rapidly as to effect 
their complete disorganization. 
Vou 


see, the Macnbebes live oil the country. 
They therefore require uo wagon train, 
and all they need is ammunition. They 
can live on very little, aud, as for wn- 
ter, there is really uo iieud to carry a 
special supply beyond that winch each 
man carries iu Ills canteen. 
Once iu 


awhile the mou suffer a little for wa- 
ter, but these periods are never of long 
duration. 
The enemy will, as lie is 


harder pressed, seek the swamps aud 
bays, and into and through those he 
must be pursued. There arc uo troops 
that we.- cau muster In the United 
States so wcU adapted to this peculiar 
warfare 
as the Macabebes. 
They 


know the country, and they hate the 
Tagalogs, aud they are splendid fight- 
ers. 
The pouies, besides being good 


swimmers, are strong little brutes, aud 
every Macabebe cau ride." 


It was early last July that Captain 


Batsou. recommended to tlio war de- 
partment that a force of Macabebes be 
enrolled, but the department did not 
give its consent until September. At 
first Captain liaison was somewhat nu- 
certaiu as to the lighting qualities of 
the Macabcbes. He proposed original- 
ly to use them only for a sort of patrol. 
He had noticed that they were very 
skillful with, the bauea, or native boat. 
The bauca is a sort of dugout, about 
BO feet loug aud less than three feet 
beam. The Macnbebes can send the 
bauca over the water at the rate of 
ten' miles nn hour. 
About that time 


Uncle Sani's soldiers were having uo 
en8 of trouble because they could not 
pursue the insurgents when they dis- 
appeared into the swamps and bays. 
The captain 
proposed 
to rid 
the 


swamps of the enemy by means of the 
Macabebes, aud for a time he had as 
many as CO bancas scouring the wa- 
terways around Manila and hunting 
out the Filipinos. 


But after a time it was necessary to 


go into the interior, aud then the eap- 
tain waited with some anxiety to see 
how his little baud of 300 or 400 na- 
tives would stand under the music of 
the Mauser. Their conduct from the 
flrst was admirable. Tho command 
proceeded in the usual manner for a 
military body going into the enemy's 
country aud it had its "point" of 
skirmishers out ahead. 
At the first 


sound of firing the men Iu the "point" 
would close up, drop on their knees 
aud go to work. Captain Batsou saw 
that they did uot hold their rifles so 
that the barrels poiutcd up to tho sky 
or down to the ground, but at tho hori- 
zontal, and he also noticed that those 
rifle barrels never wavered. Soon, too, 
he found that tho percentage of hits 
was remarkable. The Macabebes nev- 
er stop to take cover when the hostile 
bullets begin to drop about them. They 
fall on their knees and to work at 
once, in the road or open, wherever 
they may be. 


"I became so impressed with their 


accuracy and steadiness of fire," said 
Captain Batsou, "that I determined to 
make a test during the next engage- 
ment. I found that in this fight my 
men fired 'MO shots. 
They killed 15 


and wounded 17, a total oC 32 hits, 
which is an average of cue hit to ev- 
ery 30 shots. This, of course, is away 
above the average and ought to satisfy 
any one that the Macabebes are flrst 
class fighting men. To be sure, most 
of our encounters were of the haud to 
hand order, which had something to 
do with the percentage of hits; but, 
on the other hand, the nearness of the 
foe would have a- tendency to make 
the aim of many soldiers unsteady.

A system of household service which 


:s receiving practical demonstration iu 
the hs/rue of Mrs. Emmous Blaiue of 
Chicago is causing serious discussion 
among householders 'of 
loss wealth. 


Professor 
Patrick Gcdcics ut' 
Edin- 


burgh, who recently lectured in Chica- 
go, suggested that there was a chance 
of improving the condition of house- 
hold servants by 'rcgulatiuir their la- 
bor to an eight hour schedule. So well 
did Mrs. Blaiue receive the idea that 
she resolved at oiiee to adopt it iu' her 
own home. 


The system necessitated the dividing 


of forces into watches, like sailors on 
shipboard, and cooks, maids, butlers, 
.auudresses, coachmen ami grooms 
nave been so classified that they now 
labor only eight hours a day. 


That the attempt to regulate the 


servant's social condition must uud 
disastrously KCIMILS almost inevitable. 
The domestic servlcw problem is al- 
ready so complicated that it was to be 
boped that the kitchen would still re- 
main our own" and that labor regula- 
tions would uot be required in them. 
But in the face of such a venture as 
this it becomes necessary to meet the 
problem squarely. 


In modest households where ocly I 


ona, two or even Have servants are I 
kept the greatest difficulty will lie eu- ' 
countered. Rules should certainly be 
made that will meet the demands of 
the many households aud not for those 
where relays of servants can be had 
and where a number of 
assistant 


housekeepers simplify the duties of the 
managing head. 


The case of domestic service caunot 


be considered parallel with factory or 
office duties, where life is apart from 
the labor done and where activity be- 
gins aud ends at a regular hour. 


It would scum ns though the clangers

There is oue feature of the case that 


may be relied upou, the production of 
specialists iu that 0uld of labor. There 
will he a dist.iucLive line drawn be- 
tween the duties of chamliiirinuUl and 
waitress, laundress ami chambermaid, 
etc. The result will be that uiauy mis- 
tresses will be obliged to resume the 
old custom' of attending to their house- 
hold duties themselves, or they will 
have to employ inferior service at ex- 
orbitant prices. 


Much of the dissatisfaction among 


servants arises from improper man- 
agement. Tlie fault lies with the m 
tresses themselves, who are either too 
indifferent or too la/,y to teach the 
servants or else because they are un- 
acquainted with household economics. 
Where the mistress is fully acquainted 
with the duties that devolve upon each 
servant tho work is easily arranged so 
as to make it lighter for all concerned. 


The old plan of housekeeping has 


proved a great success, especially 
where the mistress is reasonable .and 
sensible. 
Servants have seemed hap 


py, and the result lias been satisfac- 
tory, though this is true only where 
there has been much consideration be- 
tween mistress and servants and be- 
tween the servants themselves. 


How the system is to be managed 


whore one servant is kept is a distract- 
ing problem. 


Other difficulties that present them- 


selves even to the wealthy is the mat- 
ter of housing so many servants as 
would be required for a large house- 
hold. 
Large city mansions are ar- 


ranged to accommodate from 10 to 20 
servants. 
With the new regulatioi: 


throe times as many will have to bt 
provided for. 


That domestic service will have tc 


undergo the same process of civiliza 
tion and specialization as other trades 
In order to obtain systematic resuitb 
seems feasible enough, but how auj 
ivell regulated house can operate wash 
Ing aud irouiug, the entertainment of 
guests and any extra labor on the eight 
hour system remains to bo shown. 


The servant problem is so difficult 


that it requires careful thought for Its 
adjustment. 
Tho 
present 
solution 


seems very impractical aud almost im- 
possible with but two servants. And it 
seems doubtful if an attempt is made 
to bring the complex workings of the 
.household within the regulations of a 
labor schedule that anything but dlsi 
ordor will result.
